Now you Biſhops, Prieſts, Profeſſors and others, that- call your: 
ſelves Proteſtants, and the ReformediChurch, do intreat you to 
conſider theſe things as follow, by which we have ſuffered Im- 
priſonments, and ſpoyling of our Goods; who are the true Pro- 
icſtants and Reformed Church. 
- We have greatly ſuffered both Impriſonments and the ſpoyl-” 
icg of our Goods, becauſe we -could not obſerve- your Hdly-days 
as you Call them, and for opening of our Shops we have been 
much #fiavlted by the rude Multitudes, ayd ſomertimes' our Goods 
have been ſpoyled, and we caſt jnto Priſon ; Eſpecially, becauſe 
we could not obſerve that you call Chriſtmas-day z Now was 
not Chriſtmas-day ſet up by the Papiſts; and alſo your Candle- 
maſs, and - Michaelmaſs, and Childermaſs, and Lambſmaſs, were 
not all theſe Maſles-ſet vp by the Papiſts, and not by Chriſt, and 
his Apoſtles, and are they not their Reliques of Popery ? And

Now, where did the Apoſtle in all the Council of God de- 
clare to the Church'of Chriſt, that they ſhould obſerve theſe days 
before mentioged in their Times, Months and Years? Nay, was 
not the _ Paxl ſo far from bidding-the Church of Chriſt 
&dſerve Chriſt's day, or any of the Apoſtles, -or his own, &c. 
When be faid, O ye fooliſh Galatiars, who hath-bewitched you,

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that ye ſhould not obey the” Truth; &:- And alſo he ſaith, are 
ye fo fooliſh having begun inthe Spiritz are ye now made perfett 
by the Fleſh ? but. now after thac ye have known God, or'rather 
are known of God, how turn you again to the. weak and beg- 
perly Elements or Rudiments, whereunto ye deſire aghin to be 
brought into Bondage ? ye obſerve Days and Months, and Times 
and Years ; the Apoſtle ſaid, 1 am afraid of you, leſt 1 have be- 
ſtowed upon you labour in vain, Gal. 3. 1, 3, 4, 9, 10, 11- 

Now let all Proteſtants, and Profeſſors of the Reformed Churches 
conſider theſe things, and the Apoſtles Labour, and theſe fooliſh 
Galatiens, that went into theſe weak Elements and Rudiments thar* 
brought them into Bondage, that had begun in the Spirit, and 
thougkt to have been made perfect in the Fleſh, and therefore 
pray conſider, you that ſet up theſe days, for People to obſerve. 

And do not you ſay to your People in your Steeple-houſes, Six _ 
days thou ſhalt labour, and do all that thou haſt todo, &c. And then

than any other day in the Week, when all is let looſe to Sports 
and. Plays, and all manner of vain Paſtimes, as they call it, and 
Drunkenneſs, Looſeneſs, Lightneſs, Wantonneſs, Oaths and Pro- 
phaneneſs, out of. the very. Bounds of Sobriety, Modeſty and 
Chriſtian Moderation, which ſhould be ſhewed forth by ll the 
true Chriſtians ; And they that turned again to the weak Ele- 
ments. and Rudiments, whereunto-they were brought into Bon- 
dage in their obſerving Days, Months, Times and Years, this 
was not a. Chriſtian Goſpel-praftice in the new Covenant ; but a 
Goſpel and Chriſtian Teſtimony 2nd Judgment, 'againſt them thar 
did do ſo: And the Apoſtle ſaith, ſtand faſt therefore in your 
Liberty wherewith Chriſt hath made'you free, and be not in- 
tangled. again with the Yoke of Bondage, as ſome of the Galati- 
«ns-were allo going back. into the. Jews Circumciſion, - beſides 
their obſerving. of Days, Times, Months and Years; and ſo it - 
could not. he the Spirit of God that led into ſuch-things. For the

Generation, 'and walked with 
God, or Enoch's day who walked with God, Gen. 5. 22.&6:5g., * 
And did ever the Jews obſerve Abraham's day,/or Iſaac's,” or Fa 
cob*s, or Moſes's, or Aaron's, of Foſhua's, or any of the Prophets of 
God's days? though Abraham ſaw the day of Chriſt and rejoy- 
ced, yet he did' not ſay it” was an outward” day, that he ſaw and 
obferved; 'nor- call 'it Chriftmaſs-day, * Which ''you” have from 
the- Pope, and. not' from Abraham, Chriſt .nor his Apoſtles.” As 
dark and as blind as the Jews were, 'yet we 'do not hear that 
they obſerved any of the days before mentioned in the Old Te: 
ſtament : But Herod who obſerved his Birth-day, and' made a Feaft 
to his Lords and High Captains, &o. and when the Daughter of - 
Herodias- came in, and daunced, and pleafed* Herod,” that he (aid; 
he would give - her whatfoever - ſhe wonld' ask, and her Mothet - 
counſeled her to ask John Baptiſt's head, which wag given her ip 
a Charger,” and here is thelt fruits of their dauncing, __ 
| * : oody 
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bloody Feaſt to flay the Juſt, though: we da not hear that Herod 
nor any, either-in the Old or New Teſtament, bad apy commaud 
either from. God or Chriſt. {o do. Neither bave the Chriſtians 
from. Chriſt or his Apoſttes ta obſerve their Days, Birth -Days, 
or others; for the :Apoltle faid to: the Galatians that were tur- 
ned again to the weak Elements and Rudiments, whereunto they 
bave been” brought into Bandage, who obſerved Days and Months, 
and Times and Years, they did got obey the Truth in that, be- 
fore whoſe Eyes Jeſus Chriſt hath been evidently fet forth, and 
crucified amongſt them ; and do -not they crucifie Chriſt among 
them now, that obſerve Days, Months, Times and Years? And 
do rot.they perſecute and ſpoyl the Goods of them that obey the 
Truth, and Impriſon them that capnot obſerve their Days, Times, 
Months and Years ?

Worſhiped. the: Moon,afrom -whepce came: Moonday, or 
Monday, .- The | third day they Worſhiped the - 1dol of the Pla- 
nets, which they: called Txs/co, from whence came Tueſday. And 
from the Idol Wogen came Wedneſday. And:from the. ldol Thor, 
came Thurſday. - And; from ;the Idol Friga, came Friday. - And 
from - the-.1dol Seacer, came Saturday. And: the Heathen called 


Mars the God. of Battle, and from thence they called by Arle, 
ont 
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Month Afareh. "And -Fenus they called-the Goddeſs of Love and 
Beauty, and from thence they called the ſecond Month April. Ard 
Alaia a Heathen Goddeſs called. Flora, Flora and. Glorir were called 
the Goddeſſes of Flowers; and unto Mus the Heathen Idolators 
uſed to Sacrifice, from thence was the third Month called May, 
and upon the firſt day of the ſame Month, they uſed to keep Flor- 
alia, Feaſts: to the Goddeſſes of the Flowers, (viz.) Flora and 
Glorts, and Flora was a Strumpet in Rome, that nſed on the firſt day 
of that Month, to ſet up a May-Pole before her door, to entice 
her Lovers, from whence came May-Poles to be firſt obſerved. 
And from the Heathen Goddeſs Jano, is the fourth Month called 
Tune. And in Honour to Falim Ceſar a Roman Emperor, is the 
fifth Month called July. And the fixth Month took its: Name Auguſt, 
in Honour of Augulius Ceſar. And September, Oftober, November, 
and | December, are called from the Latines. And ore Fanw a 
King of 1taly, was for his Wifdom pittur'd with two Faces, whom 
they Honoured as a God, and from -this- name Fanw, was the 
eleventh Month called Fanuary. And Saturn, Pluto, Februs, were 
called the Gods of Hel}, whom the Heathen taid -had the Rule 
of the evil Spirits there, and from Plato Febris was the twelfth 
Month called February. . And now are not all theſe: contrary to 
the' Holy Scriptures of Truth, and the Command of the Lord ? 
Who faith, in all things that I -have ſaid unto you. -be circumſpe&, 
and -make no mention of the Names of other Gods, neither let 
them be heard out-of your. Mouths, Exod. 23.13. And further 
the 'Lord ſaid, They ſhall qverthrow their Altars, namely, the 
Heathen, and break their Pillars, and burn their Groves-with Fire, 
and you ſhall hew down their Graven Images of their Gods, 
and deſtroy the Name of them out of that Place ; theſe are the 
Statutes and Judgments which ye ſhall-obſerve to do in the Land, 
which the Lord God of thy Fathers gives thee to poſleſs all the days 
that ye live upon the Earth, Dee.

And now conſider all you that profeſs Chriſtianity, both Papiſts 
and Proteſtants, do i ye not make. mention of the names of the 
Heathen Gods, and are they not heard out of your Months as be- 
fore ? Nay are they. not put in your Almanacks, that your very 
Children may - make mention of the Heathen Gods, and to be 
heard outof their Mouths? Alſo is not this contrary to the Law 
and Command of God to the Jews.? And therefore .it ſhould be, 
below - them, that profeſs the Goſpel in the New ke: > 
when 
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when the Apoſtle ſaith, every one that names the Name of J:ſus, 
let them. depart from lniquity ; and the Jews were to teach their 
Children, to obſerve and do» the Law (of God: in the Old Teſta- 
ment ; much more ſhould the Chriſtians teach their Children 
Virtue, and the Law of Love, Life and Faith, _in the New Telſta- 
ment. . 

And we intreat you to conſider, we have ſuffered many Re- 
proaches, and- ſometimes Blows, and had many 'evil Names gi- 
ven to us, and called us il] bred © Clowns-and unmannerly, to-make 
us odious in the fight of Men, becauſe we would not give the 
Title of Rabbi, Dx&ors, 'and Maſter to the Prieſts ; which is 
againſt the command of Chriſt, who ſaid to his Diſciples, Mini- 
ſters and Teackers that he fent forth, be ye not called of Men 
Rabbi, Rabbi, or Maſter, -for one is your Maſter even Chriſt, and 
'ye.are all Brethren, Afar. 23. 7.8. 

'Now. we do not read that eicher the Twelve or Seventy Diſci- 
ples, did diſobey the Command of Chriſt, for where do you read 
in the New Teſtament of thoſe Titles, Mr. Matthew, Mr. Mark, 
Mr; Luks, or Mr. Fobn, or any other of the Apoſtles ?. Or where 
do you read that any of the Apoſtles, when they writ one to ano- 
ther, or the Church to them,. that they called one another Ma- 
ſters ? fot Fames was far off from Titleing himſelf Maſter, for 
Fames ſaith, My Brethren be not many Maſters, knowing that we 
ſhall receive the greater Condemnation : So he calleth them Breth- 
ren, Fam. 1-1. and not Maſters. And Chriſt did not teach his 
Miniſters and Ditciples Clowniſhneſs and Unmannerlineſs, when 
he ſaid, be ye-not called of Men Maſters, for one is your Maſter 
even Chriſt, and ye are al} Brethren. - : 

And as for all your Ticles of Batchelor of- Arts, Maſter of 
Arts, and your ſeveral-ſorts of: Garments, as Surplices, Lawn- 
Sleeves, ' Hoods, Caps, Girdles, &c. have you any example for 
theſe things from Chriſt and his Apoſtles? Or a Command from 


Chriſt and -his Apoſtles, for your praQtice in holding up the{e- 


things, With your Rails, Altars, Organs and Crofles ? Or had 
you them from the Papiſts, ſeeing that. we find no Command, nor 
Example in the -New Teſtament. for- them in the Apoſtles days ?

And the Apoſtle faith, Touch not, Taſte not, - Handle not ; which 
all are to periſh with the uſing after the Commandments and 
Do&rins of Men ; ſo the Church of Chriſt, were not to Touch, 
Taſte nor Handle the Rudiments, Elements, Traditions, Ordinan- 
ces, Commandments nor DotQtrios of the World : And therefore 
they ſuffered becauſe they would not taſte them, nor handle them ; 
but they that are not. dead with Chriſt, do not hold him-their 
Head, they are.not like, but in the World ſet up many Heads, 
and Taſte, Touch and Handle the Traditions, Rudiments, Ele- 
ments, Ordinances, .Commandments and DoCtrins of the World, 
commanded by worldly Men, which are not after Chriſt; and 
ſuch are in Bondage under them, Co/.

7, 14. and to be carnally miaded is Death, becauſe 
the carnal mind is enmity with God, It is not ſubjeft-to the Law 
of God- neither indeed can it be; Rom, 8.6, 7. And. again the 
ApoſHe ſaith,. God hath concluded all both Jews and Gentiles in 
unbelief, that he might have Mercy upon all, Rom. 11*' 22. And again 
be ſaith all are concluded under fin that the promiſe by the Faith 
of Jeſus Chriſt might be given to them that believed, Gal.

How that death paſt over all Men, and all died in Adam ; this

HE Law and the Prophets were until Job»; who was the 
greateſt Prophet born of a Woman, bur "the leaſt in the 
Kingdom of God is greater then John, and fince Fob Bapriff the 
Kingdom of God is Preached; and Men do preſs into the Kingdom. 
So the everlaſting Kingdom of God is the end-of the: Law and 
the Prophets, and John, for the everlaſting Kingdom of God ſtands 
in Righteouſneſs, Peace-and Joy in the Holy Ghoſt, which the Law 
and the Prophets 'and Jebn called for, and was held forth by them 
In Figures, Types and Shadows, and Jobn run before and prepared 
the way to the Kingdom, and they that are in the Kingdom are in 
the- Subſtance, and in the end of the Law and the Prophets and 
Fohn's Miniſtration, and are in the end of all things that-do change 
for the Kingdcm of God-is everlaſting, and doth not change. 

Moſes was faithful in all his Houſe, as a Servant for a Teſtimo- 
ny--of thoſe things which were to be ſpoken after, —But. Chriſt 
as a Son over his Houſe, whoſe Houſe we are that be Children of 
Heavenly Jerxſalem. — For Moſes was over the Houſe of Iſrael 
with their Figures'and Shadows, but Chriſt Jeſus who is the Sub-

But Chriſt-the great Prophet, Prieſt Bi- 
ſhop and Shepherd, doth enlighten the Spirits of Men, the Candle 
of the Lordn their Tabernacles, not made with Hands, with his

true Heavenly Divine Light, which is the Life in himſelf, the 
Word by whom all things were made as: before. - So Chriſt is over 
his great Houſe, an Enlightner, a Quickner; a Saviour, a Redeem- 
er, a Counſellor, a Leader, a Captain, a Prophet-to open, a 
Shepherd to feed; a Biſhop to overſee, and a King and Lord to 
Rule, Order and Govern in his great Spiritual Houſe, which he is 
the head of, and a Father that doth take care for his great heavenly 
and ſpiritual Houſe and Family, and he ſhall Reign over the Houſe 
of Facoh forever, and of his Kingdom there ſhall be -no'End, Lake 
1. 33. And you do read that ſome wonld not have Chriſt to rule 
over them, and what became of them that {aid, We will not have 
this Man to rule over us, Lake 19.

For all the outward Pleaſures, Delights, Lightneſs, Wantonneſs, 
vain Glory, and Profaneneſs will periſh and come to naught, with 
all fooliſh Jeſting and [dle vain Talk, and idle Words, is judged 


- and will 'vaniſh away, like the Smoak,and-all Unholinefs, Unrighte- 


ouſneſs and Upgodlineſs, - Looſeneſs, Debauchery, Uncleanneis, 
proud Boaſting , Lofrineſs and Haughtineſs, is judged out of the

For behold a King ſhall rule in Righteouſneſs, Zſaiah 32: t-: And 
his Scepter is a Scepter of Righteouſneſs, and the Lord ſhall Reign 
forever unto all Generations, praiſe ye the Lord : and by Chriſt 
Kings do rule, and Princes do decree Juſtice, and all the Judges of 
the Earth: And Iſaiah 11; 107 & Rom.

' And they that da'fing the Song of 2ſer, and of the Lamb, aid,
